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TATISTICS OF LUMBER CUT 
IN UNITED STATES IN. 1908 


$1,231 saw- 


During the year 1968, 
manufac- 


mills in the United tates 
tured 33,289,369,000 feet of lumber, ac- 
cording to a preliminary report just 
issued by the bureau of the census. 
These mills also cut 12,106,433,000 
shingles, and 2,986,684,000 laths,. .um- 


ber manufacturing, like every other 
industry, felt the effects of the busi- 
ness depression which began in Octo- 
ber, 1907. Consequently the production 
in 1908 was below tMHat for the pre- 
vious year. In 1907 the cut of 28,850 
sawmilis was 40,256,154,000 feet, the 
highest production ever recorded, Not- 
withstanding, therefore, that in 1908 
reports were received from 8 per cent 
more mills than in 1907, the decrease 
in lumber cut reported by them ,was 
slightly over 17 per cen. 

Washington, as for several years 
past, still ranks. first among’ the 
states in lumber productien, its cut in 
1908 being 2,915,928,000 feet—a de- 
erease of 22.8 per cent over the cut in 
1907. Nearly all the lumber manu- 
factured in Washington is, Douglas fir, 
the market for which was seriously af- 
fected by the panic. Louisiana ranks 
second, with 2,722,421,000 feet, a de- 
crease of 250,000,000 feet, or 8.4 per 
eent over the cut in 1907. Louisiana 
is first in the production of both yel- 
low pine and cypress. Cypress is a 
particularly useful and valuable wood, 
and apparently, the manufacturers of 
it did not suffer as severely from dull 
times as did the manufacturers of 
yellow pine and Douglas fir, . Missis- 
sippi was the third state in lumber 
production in 1908, with a total of i,- 
$61,016,000 feet—-a decrease of 11 per 
cent from the cut in 1907. Arkansas 


ranked fourth, with 1,656,991,000 feet| 


—a, decrease of nearly 17 per cent over 
the previous year’s output, and Wis- 
consin fifth, with 1,613,315,@00 feet, 
against 2,003,279,00 feet in 1907. In 
Texas, where the lumber industry is 
confined almost exclusively to yellow 
‘pine, the falling off was very heavy. 
The total cut of the state in 1905 
Was 1,524,008,000 feet—a decrease of 
31.6 per *cent over the cut in 1907. 
Eight other states manufactured more 
than one Dillion feet each of lumber 
last year. In the order of importance 
they were: Michigan, Oregon, Min-

Pennsylvania, Virginia, Ala- 
bama, North Carolina, and West Vir- 
ginia. California and, Maine, other 
states which reported more than one 
billion feet each in 1907, went just be- 
low that figure in 1908... The totais 
for a few states were greater in 1908 
than in 1907, but this was chiefly due 
to the larger number of reports se- 
cured in those states in 1908. In Geor- 
gia, for instance,.a particularly close 
canvass increased the number of mills 
reporting nearly one-third, while the 
resulting increase !n reports of total 
production was only 6 per cent. 

In Massachusetts, 610 mills reported 
a cut of 384,626,000 feet in 1908, as 
compared with a cut of 364,231, 000 | 
feet by 518 mills in 1907. In Colorado, 
254 mills cut 182,036,000 feet in 1908, 
while in 1907, 230 milis cut 134,239,- 
000 feet. A particularly large gain in 
mills reporting was made in  Okla- 
homa. In 1907, 129 mills in that 
state cut 140,015,000 feet while in 
1908, 214 mills cut 158,756,000 feet. 

While there are many very large 
sawmills in the United States, the 
small mills far outnumber the large 
ones, and it is particularly interesting |, 
to nete how many of these small mills 
there are in the states which are not 
now of first rank in lumber produc- 
tion. The statistics for New . York 
were collected by the forest, fish ahd 
game commission of that state, which 
secured reports from 2,291 mills. In 
Pennsylvania 2,224 mills reported to 
the census, and tn Virginia, 1,937. mills. 
In North Carolina reports came from 
1,740 mills, and in Kentucky from 1,- 
530 mills. The number of mills. re- 
porting from Tennessee was only 
forty less than from Kentucky. In 
West Virginia, Georgia, Missouri, Ohio 
and Indiana between 1,000 and 1,100 
mills each were engaged in cutting 
lumber last year. The average out- 
put per mill was 350,000 feet in New 
York, and 5,260,000 feet in Louisiana, 
these two states presenting nearly the 
extremes of production by small and 
large mills. 

Yellow pine, Douglas fit, white pine, 
oak, hemlock, and spruee, in the order 
named, were the woods cut into lum- 
ber in the largest quantity. Yellow 
pine has ranked first since it surpass- 
ed white pine in the later nineties, and 
it is still far in the lead. More re- 
cently, white pine has also been super- 
seded by Douglas fir, so that now it 
occupies third place. 

Washington has been the principal 
shingle producing state since.the use 
of réd cedar shingles became gZeneral, 
and it supplied three-fifths’ of the 
total output of shingles last year. 
Among the other shingle producing 
states, Michigan, Loulsiank Maine and 
California were the most important. 
The singles cut in Michigan and 
Maine are chiefly of white cedar, those 
in Louisiana of cypress, and those in 
California of red wood. Laths are gen- 
erally a by-product of lumber manu- 
facturing, and are made to some ex- 
tent from almost every wood that is 
eut into lumber.

Edgware 
road and Bayswater road, opposite the 
Marble Arch which marks the principal 
entrance to Hyde Park. Shops and 
Mansions look out on the, spat,, which 
Was Once avoided by the superstitious 
—and who was not.”’supersStitious in 
thdse days’—as' a haunt of the’ Evil 
One. j . 

The London county council has 
marked the exact spot where fhe per- 
manent gallows stood by letting a 
tablet into the roadway. It bears an 
excellent representation of. the old 
gallows surrounded by a triangle with 
the following inscription: 
stood Tyburn Tree. Removed 
1759.”’

much research and poring 
maps by the county council’s archeo- 
logical experts. The reason for the 
difficulty was t different authorities 
—equaliy trust rthy—gave two sites 
for Tyburn tree, and it was not until 
it was discovered that there were real- 
ly two of them, that the mystery was 
solved. Th. spot now marked is the 
site of the old permanent — gallows, 
witich it is known was in uge in 1196, 
which was probably standing for many 
years before that, and which was re- 
moved in !759. It was replaced by a 
movable gallows, which was situated 
a few hundred yards away and was 
finally removed in 1783, when it was 
decided that public executions were 
barbarous spectacles, and that men 
and women should be hanged in future 
wtthin the walls of Newgate prison. 
At the time when Tyburn tree was 
hearing its dreadful fruit its site was 
? @M out in the country. Oxford street, 
w London’s greatest shopping thor- 
oughfare, was a country road, and was 
known as Tyburn road. It is the direct 
route from Newgate prison in the old 
city of London to Tyburn, and it was 
the last road over which the con- 
demned men traveled, sitting in an 
open cart with a priest or clergyman

standing beside them, and mod of 
curious. spectators foHowing: Half-way 
to Tyburh tree there was a . liquor 
shop, known as “Last Drink House,” at 
which the condemned man was always 
served with a quart of ale. . That has 
bong since been destroyed and a great 
business building. stands on its site. 

Many famous criminals’ were, hanged 
on Tyburn. tree, and it is ‘estimated 
that at least 50,000 persons met their 
death there. Claude Duval, the famous 
highwayman, was hanged there, and 
John Price, the original “Jack. Ketch,’ 
the thangman, was hanged for. murder 
in t718 on the very gallows on which 
he had hanged so many other men. 

A famous victim: of Tyburn tree was 
William, Fitz Osbert,.a.learned lawyer 
and citizen-of London. who was known 
as Longbeard. He wes executed in 
1196 because he had the temerity to 
protest against a sepcial tax to raise 
money to ransom King Richard I., who 
had been taken prisoner by the Em- 
peror of Austria. Jack Sheppard, the 
highwayman, was hagged there in 
1724. ; 

One of the last men to be hanged on 
the permanent gallows was John Kel- 
ley, who had committed. the terrible 
crime of stealing twelve and a half 
cents because he was hungry. 

Wihen it was finally decided to re- 
move the gallows and to ‘hold the exe- 
cutions in private there was a gréat 
public outery, not only among the low- 
er classes, who enjoyed the executions 
as a spectacie, but among thoughtful! 
men, who believed that the deterrent 
effect of the extreme penalty of the 
law was heightened by the publicity of 
its infliction. Among the latter was 
Dr. Johnson, who wrote “Tyburn itself 
is now not free from the fury of inno- 
vation,’ and who said to some one who 
advocated private execution, “BPxecu- 
tions are meant to be public, sir’ 

It is believed that the grim history 
of Tyburn tree rune back much farther 
than 1196 and that it was the private 
gallows of the lord of the manor in 
Saxon times In those days the lords 
of the manor possessed the power of 
“sac and soc,” which was eqypivalent to 
the “high justice and the low” of the 
Normans and French. and practically. 
meant the power of life and death 
within their domains. Relics of it re- 
main today in a few country districts 
in England, where the lords of the 
manor have the power to appoint their 
own coroners to hold inquests in any 


cases requiring such inqylry, occurring 
within the bounds of the manor 


HEIR- TO RUSSIAN THRONE 
AUTOCRAT IN THE NURSERY 


St. Petersburg, July 1!0.—His im- 
perial highness the Grand Duke Alexis 
Nikolaievitch, only son of the czar, and 
heir to the throne of Russia, is known 
in the nursery as Alyosha. And Alyo- 
sha is already autocrat of the nursery, 
showing unmistakable signs that he will 
be imperious and commanding whey 
he grows up as his father is weak and 
vacillatine. 

A few days ago the czar sent one of 
his generals to interview the little 
prince. The officer found an exciting 
fame going on in the nursery when he 
entered, but. it stopped immediately, and 
Alyosha gravels returned his visitor's 
Salute. Then he turned to his sisters 
and. said: “Go!” They have been taught 
to obey their brother, and disappeared 
in double-quick .time, leaving him to 
talk with the general. 

Last summer Alyosha went for acruise 
in the Gulf of Finland with his parents. 
One night he woke up and said to his 
nurse: 

“Nyanya, I want the band to play.” 

“Go to sleep,’ she said 

“1 can't go to sleep,” he persisted. ‘I 
Want the orchestra to come and play.” 

“But the orchestra can’t play now,” 
ehe said, “the men have all gone to 
bed and are fast asleep, as you ought 
; to be.”’ 

“But T must have them to play,” he 
insisted. “Go and tell them to'come at 
once.”’ 

So the nurse got up and dressed, and 
the musicians were made to “turn out 
of bed and come and: play until his .im- 
perial highness, the Jord heir apparent, 
fignified that they might stop by drop- 
ping off to sleep. 

The czar and czarina were delighted 
at this little incident, which they con- 
sidered showed the firmness and will of 
jittle Alyosha. They were also pleased 
at the obstinacy with which the child 
refused to wear a new military cap 
which had been given him.

The last time he came back to Peterhof 
,after a cruise in the Gulf of Finland he 
‘refused point blank to drive to the pal- 
ace in the same carriage as his sisters. 
The lord heir apparent, he evidently 
thought, must go in solitary state. Need- 
less to say, his whim was honored and 
he was given a carriage to himself. 

His first appearance at a great state 
ceremony was at the marriage of the 
Grand Duchess Marie Paviovna with 
Prince: William, of Sweden, last May. 
He was not, however, allowed to walk 
In the procession of imperial and royal 
personages through the state rooms of 
the great palace at Tzarskoe Selo. His 
three elder sisters, the Grand Duchess- 
és Olga, Tatiana and Marie, made a 
charming trio at their mother’s side, but 
he and the tiny Grand Duchess Anas 
tasia were taken direct to the cha per 
by their nurses.

That strong brace on which to lean, 
Or that sweet peace of Which we 
dream? 


Strikes ore. growing fiercer and 
flerocer, and it grows almost pathetic 
iiat the men who ‘strike are the main 
sufferers. ‘The striker fights the bat- 
tle of his own band or organization, 
while all the time he is ftghting for 
those who refuse to join him, and in 
thousands of cases he fights for those 
who profit by his aownfall. Strikes 
are lost to the striker to give oppor- 
tunity to the unorganized men, who 
eweep down like vultures to take the 
place, but it is a glerious fact that 
no strike was ever a failure. The poor 
striker may pass down and out, with 
towed head and swrrowing heart. but 
Tie has made a fight that raises his fel- 
| low man, though that man may be an 
, onemy and oar osed to organized ef- 
/ fort. But for the fights made by the 
trades unions the non-union element 
would be serfs today, even herein free 
{ America. 

But there must be other ways found 
to settlement grievances between the 
employer and the employee; if for no 
other purpose than to shield the true 
men of unions against those who hold 
rot to such creed. 

A million men might be sounded as 

to just how to accomplish this and 
never a two agree on @ plan. Patrick 
Henry uttered a wise thing when he 
said that he depended upon experience 
as the lamp to guide him, or words to 
that effect. Surely, it should be the 
unceasing effort of the trades unions 
to find the methods that give the best 
results—not delayed results that come 
after the “strike breaker’ has been 
tried and found wanting, but peaceful 
results that go for the elevation of the 
human familly. 
‘ This is sure to be arrived at, in fact, 
it has already been secured in small 
degree, as demonstrated in the settle- 
ment of recent strikes through arbi- 
tration. This idea of settlement 
should be and will be perfected till 
the arbitration will come without the 
strike taking place at all. The great 
“trusts” of the near future will have 
no sentiment and no personal prefer- 
ence of men-—business is what they 
will know and all they will care for 
will be results—-good results. The 
trades unions will meet them on their 
own plane, differences will be settled, 
strikes will cease, the “striker break- 
er’ will be out of a job, will be more 
than glad to join the ranks of the or- 
ganized, and all will work together 
for the elevation of the human fam- 
ily—both trusts and unions. 

Local unions have already learned to 
submit to a broader and a’ wiser con- 
trol—locals can never call a strike any 
more. This is wisdom, and it is a wis- 
dom that I foresaw and i predicted 
through these letters thirty years ago. 

We have all liked too much to abuse 
the “trusts,” and oppeess the concen- 
tration of capital, but this very con- 
centration is to redound to the glory 
of the human family. The great 
“trusts” are blind to everything but 
self-interest, and they are certain to 
find it to their interest to encourage 
union labor. There has been some 
pretty rough incidents in the recent 
strikes, but it was not the strikers 
who did the rioting—they were in 
their halls, moving under organized 
counselors. A repetition of the French 
revolution will be impossible when the 
organization of labor gets entirely per- 
fected, as it will be shortly—labor 
leaders are committed to peace if pos- 
sible, the rank and file are for peace, 
the interest of capital will call -for 
peace, and so, we will have peace 
through wise anticipations that avoid 
strikes and any sort of turmoil. 

Our great democratic government is 
not perfected yet—it may never be 
perfected till the wave of organized 
labor absorbs all the “isms” around us 
and tones them in one solid mass to 
the elevation of ali the people, rich 
and poor. Prohibition today is the 
most powerful of all the “isms” that 
must depend upon a species of fanat- 
icism to sustain it, and eventually you 
will see this toned to a cool and favor- 
able consideration of union principles, 
and then they will embrace unionism 
with all their hearts. 

While all the churches, save one, 
have steered clear of becoming compli- 
cated either for or against the organ- 
ized movement, yet it is plain that the 
day ita not far distant when they must 
embrace the principles or be devoured 
by the multitude of “isms” that is 
every day multiplying. The one church 
so far that has become complicated in 
the movement is pronounced against 
their members joining trades unlons. 
This may be a mercenary prompting 
and a matter of opinion as to the best 
means of securing the scheckles for 
that church, but the policy of that 
ohurch is very pliant, and tomorrow 
an edict may be issued from Rome to 
embrace the movement entirely. 

Anyhow, this labor movement is to 
be perfect2:d and purified till there 
will be no turbulent strikes, while the 
“isms” shall have multiplied till 
not a one of them has any satisfying 
offer to make for the elevation of our 
rece. Surely capital and labor cannot 
stand provoking each other in this 
intelligent age. It is not business to 
do so. It is not humane to do so. A 
more conservative method must be 
found and will be found. 

While labor and capital may never 
be free from issues and frictions, and 
perhaps it is best that they should not 
become too “chummy,” yet, their dif- 
ferences will be toned to reason. They 
will both see the unwisdom of violent 
strikes before they take place, and 
through the prudence of counseling 
together they will avoid the violence 
that works such hardships on the 
bravest and truest men of America— 
the organized bread earners that 
stand to princinle. 

The forces that stend for religion to- 
day are too scattered to elevate the 
macses. There must be concentration 
upon some firm foundation. If he 
organization of the workers is the 
the way, let us embrace that. If it is 
not the way, then. embrace cathology 
with all our hearts—it is one or the 
other, which?

SPEER GIVES HISTORY | 
OF CLASH OF COURTS 


In Order Citing Receiver Davis to Appear and Answer the 
Chaage of Contempt, Judge Speer Reviews Inci- 


dents Leading Up to Present Situation. 


Savannah, Ga., July 10.—(Special.)— 
In his order directed .to Receiver W. 
V. Davis, of the Electric Suppty Com- 
pany, of this city, appointed by Judge 
Walter G. Chariton, of the superior 
court of Chatham county, Judge Emory 
Speer, of the United States court, who 
is seeking to take jurisdiction over 
the property of the company under 
the bankruptcy laws of the United 
States, presents a review of the his- 
tory of this litigation. 

Receiver Davis, who is also president 
of the company, has been ordered to 
appear before Judge Speer in Macon on 
Monday, July 12, to show cause why 
he should not be adjudged in contempt 
of court for having refused to turn 
over the property of the company to 
the receiver appointed by the United 
States court. 

Receiver Davis is acting under the 
orders of Judge Charlton, and whether 
or not he will appear before Judge 


| 


Speer on Monday will depend alto- 
gether on Judge Charlton's directions 
in the premises. 

Judge Speer Reviews Case. 

In his order of July 8 directing Re- 
ceiver Davis to answer to the charge 
of contempt of court, Judge Speer states 
that.on June 17, 1909, a petition was 
filed in this court by the American 
Brass and Copper Company and other 
petitioning creditors against the Elec- 
tric Supply Company, praying that this 
company be adjudicated an involun- 
tary bankrupt. The petition and sub- 
poena were served upon the alleged 
bankrupt on June 18, 1909, 

On June 38, 1909, the American Brass 
and Copper Company afd other cred- 
itors presented to the United States 
court an ancillary petition praying for 
the appointment of a receiver. 

It was set forth in this petition that 
W. V. Davis, as receiver appointed by 
the superior court of Chatham county, 
on the 20th day of February, 1909, wag

Hooker's corps 
had swung around on our right on 
the Pike, and Hood was ordered to 
deploy the Texas brigade on left and 
Law's Alabama ‘brigade on right of 
Pike, and the eighteen guns composing 
our battalion were placed to hold this 
vast army of federal troops. We 
planted our guns from hill to hill, and 
ploughed deep furrows through the 
federal masses as they advanced on 
our thin and declimated lines. The 
Texas brigade were nearly demolished 
in corn fields near Dunkard church. 
We fought them 15th, 16th and i7th 
of September, where the bloody battle 
of Sharpsburg was fought. Our rations 
were awful slim here, green apples and 
corn about all we had.

Deplorable, far-reaching and, in some respects, inexcusable, as the 
Teansenne ancien was, the trouble is fundamental and quite nner 
at least in-the southern states. In the minds of a large percentage 0 
our people, Hberty is construed to mean license, and the man who openly 
stands for enforcement of all laws against all persons alike, Soe 
himself regarded, by a large number of citizens, as a sort of Bluebeard, 


or, perhaps, more nearly a Jeffries. 

Our \oudion inwenalreck on the judiciary committees, particularly, 
are lawyers who largely make their living by defending persons 
charged with crime. The majority of our ablest men and broadest 
lawyers do not care to enter a scramble for legistative honors in the 
better part of the states, nor can they afford agg to devote their 
time to i Hence the difficulty in remedying our code of criminal 
procedure, which has made almost no, advancement since the time 


of Queen Dlizabeth.

In Geor ia we 
find the extreme of such barriers. The prisoner’s statement, in leu 
of sworn testimony, is an absurd monstrosity in a court of justice, 
where the discovery of truth is a prime object, because the unsworn 
statement is an instrument to obscure and obstruct the truth power- 
ful enough to acquit the most shreWd criminal, while it is absolutely 
fatal to the guilleless, or to the poor criminal unable to employ able 
lawyers. I am told that Georgia is the only state where such a jus- 
tice-defeating absurdity exists. 

There are many other things that bind the arm that would wield 
the sword of justice. I do not mean to claim that many courts are 
not failing to show the moral courage to use the law we already have. 
But just how helpless are they, when even with the intention to de- 
termine direct between “right and wrong, guilt and innocence.” as you 
succinctly state, the way is barred by an accumulation of precedents 
that are vicious, not germane to the case in hand and, worst of all, 
by inconsequential quibbles. 

I HAVE KNOWN THESE LATTER TO.FREE MANY A CRIMI- 
NAL UNDOUBTEDLY GUILTY FROM THE STANDPOINT OF MORALS 
AND COMMON SENSE, SENDING HIM FORTH AS A MENACE TO 
THE COMMUNITY, SECURE IN THE KNOWLEDGE THAT HE POS- 
SESSES THE SECRET THAT WILL DEFEAT PUNISHMENT. 

Unqualifiedly you are correct when-you say that prima facie evi- 
dence, or reinforced circumstantial evidence, should be the sole test 
of the action of the courts. Such is the original intent of the law, but 
in these days it has largely fallen into desuetude. 

I DO NOT SEE HOW PEOPLE CAN RESPECT EITHER LAW 
OR THE COURTS. WHEN BOTH ARE SO CLUTTERED WITH INE- 
QUALITIES, LOOPHOLES. OPPORTUNITIES FOR EVASION ANP

AT THE LAST ANALYSIS, IT IS A QUESTION OF THE PUBLIC 
SAFETY. THE COMMUNITY WELFARE, THE SAFETY AND PURITY 
OF THE INSTITUTIONS UPON WHICH REST DEMOCRATIC GOV- 
ERNMENT. : 

Sooner or later, a house-cleaning must come. Until it is made 
resolutely complete, we must expect crime to increase radically and 
the threat of anarchy to continue to menace the conceptions of right 
and justice upon which the average man’s ideals are founded. 


The Constitution can add little to this fearless and penetrating indict- 
ment. 

Coming from so high a source, it cannot be ignored. 

“It is with our lawmakers that the fault Hes” and the “house-cleaning 
must be resolutely complete.” 

. These are the remedies of a man who has the paramount right to 
appear in the role of physician in the particular case.

The general assembly can well find a cue toward uniform road legisla- 
tion for Georgia in the action of the Good Roads Club in its recent session 
at Cordele, and the good roads rally at Rome, held on the same day. Each 
body directed an appeal to the legislature in behalf of state supervision in 
road-building. 

Both gatherings singled out an emphatic obstacle to the uninterrupted 
progress toward uniform highway improvement, presented by the confusing 
and unsystematic laws and regulations now governing construction of public 
highways in Georgia. 

Since the enactment of these latter provisions the theory and practice 
of road-building have undergone a revolutionary change. Science has substi- 
tuted deiinite and economical method for the old haphazard and ineffectual 
processes for repairing and extending the highways that link the farms to 
the towns, and counties to each other. , 

It would be as logical to use the facilities for transportation and com- 
munication in vogue fifty years ago, as to continue to depend upon the in- 
adequate statutes covering road-building—statutes that have accumulated

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GEORGIA'’S PATRIOTIC WOMEN’S ORGANIZATIONS. 


Elsewhore The Constitution publishes a strong communication from Mrs. 
William Conyers Clark, in which she defends organizations of women of a 
patriotic nature from the criticisms of a prominent northern clergymen, Lub- 
lished prominently in this paper a few days ago. 

The substance of his attack was that many of the organizations perpet- 
uating the memories and traditions of American wars, notably women’s or- 
ganizations, were of a futile and purely ornamental description. 

Speaking for Georgia, Mrs. Clark shows the splendid constructive work 
of the Daughters of the American Revolution. It has been especially active 
in educational directions, endowing four scholarships for the Martha Berry 
Industrial School, as well as other institutions. Its aggressive civic attitude 
is shown in numerous movements throughout the state for municipal and do- 
mestic beautification. It will also present to the current session of the gen- 
eral assembly three measures of wide general importance—a bill for com- 
pulsory education; a bill to compel the systematic equalizing of local taxa- 
tion, and a bill, providing appropriations for copying records of old counties. 

While Mrs. Clark speaks only for the Daughters of the American Revo- 
lution, what she says reflects also the approximate activity of the other pa- 
triotic organizations in the state The Daughters of the Confederacy, for 
instance, contributed $20,000 toward the erection of the $40,000 dormitory 
at the state normal school at Athens. It has also been rotable in other 
phikantbropic and civic fields. 

As a matter of fact, any defense of these or allied organizations is 
superfluous. The people-of Georgia are too familiar with their influence in 
the preservation of the best traditions of the state and nation, and their 
participation in current upbuilding movements, to be misled by ill-advised 


criticism.

SHOWING THE WORLD THE NEW KING, COTTON. 


The white staple with which the south levies tribute upon all civilization 
has developed a hundred new uses and activities since the last purely cotton 
exhibition several years ago recorded the progress then achieved. 

It is now the proposal of the cotton seed crushers of the south, put for- 
ward by G. S. Weever, ghairman of the publicity bureau of the Interstate 
Cotton Seed Crushers’ Association, to hold next fall a comprehensive cotton 
carnival in some representative southern city, possibly New Orleans. 
The projected exposition is to reflect in broad but compact scope the 
myriac advances made by cofton itself and its innumerable by-products, 
ranging from more profitable cultural methods to the latest commercial ap- 
plication wrung from the substance of the cotton seed. 

The suggestion was put forward a year ago by L. A. Ransom, promi- 
nently identified locally with the cotton seed interests. Its revival and am- 
plification at the present time is auspiciously in line with the general and 
persistent crusade to acquaint the people of the United States with the end- 
less possibilities of this dominant southern product. 

As tentatively outlined, the exhibit would bring together domestic and 
New England and European cotton spinners with specimens of their wares; 
representative southern farmers, with actual illustrations of existing meth- 
ods for cotton production; government experts, showing the latest word 
from science in the matter of intensive and improved production; manu- 
facturers and mill people, demonstrating the bewildering variety of uses 
nowada$s for by-products of the cotton seed, from the so-caljed “hogless” 
lard to medicinal preparations and the finest toilet articles. 

Never before has so iftclusive an exhibition been projected, and its edu- 

cative value must inevitably be of the most effectual nature. 
‘ When it is considered that shortening made from the cotton seed oil is 
rapidly replacing hog lard, and that many of the best soaps now in common 
use, and table and medicinal oils come from the same source, the picturesque 
and utilitarian phases of such a display become suggestively apparent. 

Consumption of these cotton products and by-products are as yet in their 
infancy. When the world-at-large has been instructed in the greater econ- 
omy, cleanli..ess and efficiency of such articles, the south, industrially, and 
the farmers, specifically, will be the beneficiaries to the extent of millions 
of dollars annually, not only in new industries established, but as well in 
more stable prices for farm products and the retentio:r in this section of 
enormous sums now paid in needless tribute to other sections. :

May I express my full appreciation

A natural 
water course of any size is inevit- 
ably an obstacle to traffic, and a 
source of expensive repair unless per- 
manently cared for by culverts =§ or 
bridges. 

Second. The wisdom of wide roads 
and their ultimate economy in con- 
struction, maintenance and capacity to 
handle a growing traffic. The narrow 
road is more quickly injured by water, 
is more difficeit to repair, ts ofttimes 
dangerous to traffic and to widen it 
at a later date will cost far more than 
its original construction at full width. 
No first-class road should have less 
than thirty feet of graded width usable 
by the traffic. 

Let me say, also, that to any one 
interested I can supply copies of our 
bulletin, “Good Roads for Georgia,” 
which was prepared for the good roads 
school in January last, and 
helpful to the large number of road 
officials who attended, 

In conclusion, I beg to renew my 
expressions of apprec on of the hon- 
or your .committee ham done me, and 
to say that I shal re it @s a privi- 
lege to contribute nigemite of advice 
and assistance to th ge volume of 
energy now being earmfestly expended 
in sO many counties to solve the* prob- 
lem of good roads.

Hon. Hilary A. Herbert, who was one 
of the arbitrators in the ‘recent’ con- 
ference to adjust the. differences be- 
tween the Georgia railroad and its 
white firemen, has prepared the fol- 
lowing statement for publication: 

Mr, Herbert’s Statement. 

“Editor Constitution: I see by The 

Montgomery Advertiser of July 1, which 
has just reached me,.that a bill has 
been introduced in the Georgia legis- 
lature to require railroad companies to 
hire a white fireman or assistant to 
the engineer, ‘BEING NOT TO PRE- 
VENT RAILROADS FROM EMPLOY- 
ING NEGRO FIREMEN, BUT AS 
ADDITIONAL SAFEGUARD TO PUB- 
LIC TRAVEL.’ 
. “Partly because Chancellor Barrow 
and I, who recently, as arbitrators of 
the question involved in this bill, did 
not publish any opinion giving the rea- 
sons why we found that the’ employ- 
ment of negro firemen on the Georgia 
railroad did not endanger the travel- 
ing public, and still more because of 
the abiding intrest I have in this mat- 
ter, I ask you to publish this com- 
munication. 

“Let me premise that my law firm 
are the local attorneys of the Seaboard 
Air Line railway in Washington City, 
Setting as compensation not a salary, 
but fees for such busifiess as comes 
to us there. These feés constitute an 
insignificant item in my practice, av- 
eraging not over $700 per annum, and 
I should despise myself if Y thought 
that this sum, or, indeed, any amount 
of money, could account in any degree 
for the deep and abiding convictions 
[I have concerning the questions in- 
volved in the recent arbitration at At- 
lanta, and again in the bill now be- 
fere the Georgia legislature. 

“T am an intense southerner, proud 
to have fought alongside of Wright's 
glorious Georgia brigade under Lee. .I 
have studied the negro question care- 
fully for forty years, and ‘have been, 
and am’ now, heart and soul with the 
people of Alabama, Georgia and other 
southern states in their every. struggle 
for the politica) supremacy of the 
white man.-This supremacy, thank God, 
we have secured completely. Intel- 
ligent public opinion at the north is, 
at this writing, so thoroughly with us 
that there is now no longer any ddn- 
ger of interfergnce with us from 
Washington, either legislative or ex- 
ecutive, so long as we do not, by 
harsh or unjust treatment of the ne- 
gro, now at our mercy, alienate. the 
Sympathies of the majority section of 
} Our union. 

“The completeness of our supremacy 
in the south over the negro is illus- 
trated by the fact that in the recent 
arbitratipn at Atlanta the right of the 
negro to earn a living by working as 
locomotive firemen was argued and 
decided when he was not present or 
represented by counsel. The majority 
of the board, decided that the negro 
was competent, and that his employ- 
ment did not endanger the public 
(safety, affixing as an addition that he 
should be paid the same-price as the 
white fireman. 
fied with this condition when I signed 
the award. Every moment of reflec- 
tiem since has given me  tuneasiness 
about it. And I now wish to say that this 
communication is prompted only by a 
desire not to be mfsunderstood, and by 
the notice in the papers of this bill in 
the Georgia legislature. In a brief 
discussion of the case that was before 
the board, having no Papers at hand, 
I must rely entirely upon memory, but 
if Il err in any of my statements, the 
record of all the evidence is accessi- 
ble in the United States circuit court 
in Atlanta. 

‘It appears that for years on the 
Georgia railroad, many of the firemen 
were negroes working harmoniously 
under and in subordination to the en- 
gineers, who were invariably whites. 
Some time last spring, representatives 
from the north of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Firemen and Enginemen 
appeared upon thg scene. Then the 
trouble began; a strike came on; many 
rumors filled the air, and the excite- 
ment grew until representatives of the 
federal government went to Georgia 
and brought about .an arbitration un- 
der the Erdman act. 

“The main issue was whether the 
Georgia railroad should be permitted 
any longer to employ negro firemen. 
The only way by which the brother- 
hood could get rid of the negroes was 
to show that they were not competent; 
and the wonderful record of the Geor- 
gia railroad was that, during a life- 
time of seventy-five years, only one 
passenger has ever: been killed, and 
that casualty occurred ona mixed pas- 
senger and freight. train on a branch 
line. For thirty-eight, a majority, of 
these years, negroes had fired upon it, 
and yet, in the face of this record, 
the task of showing that these ne- 
groes could not be trusted was boldly 
essayed. The strikers had with them, 
as witnesses and promoters in the liti- 
gation, two officials of the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Firemen and En- 
gsinemen, one from Toronto, Canada,and 
the other from Chicago. These officials 
had with them many statistics and 
books from other railroads, which, in 
the opinion of the majority of the 
board, had little bearing on the cage, 
and which, if I remember correctly, 
| were little, if any, dwelt on by coun- 
sel in argwument. The strikers were 
represented by Mr. Dicksgn, of Peoria, 
Ill., national attorney of the brother- 
hood, who made a strong opinion 
speech, and their leading counsel was 
Mr. Arnold, ene of the foremost law- 
yers of the south. The railroad was 
represented by Major Cumming and 
Mr. Sanders McDaniel, Major Cum- 
ming making the only speeches, and 
I need not tell Georgians how high 
he ranks. The chief witnesses for the 
strikers were twenty-five. engineers, 
mostly from the Georgia railroad, 
upon which no traveler ever lost his 
life by the carelessness of a fireman. 
The testimony of many of these wit- 
nesses was the stereotyped answer 
that the average white man was 
superior to the average negro, which, 
of course, all know. Others testi< 
\fled more specifically that the whk§te 
man made a better fireman than the' 
rfegro; all admitted, however, that 
some negroes were entirely competent, 
and two of them admitted that they 
had asked for particular negroes as 
firemen. Now, the testimony of each 
of these witnesses, all of them intel-- 
ligent, and I believe truthful. was 
mainly from his opinion ‘formed 
from the few negro firermen who had 
been under him individually. No con- 
crete facts were given which, in my 
opinion, could affect the question. Re- 
membering here that general conclus- 
ions drawn from, individual instances 
are only considered valuablé when de- oe 
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the better, let us look firstat such eyj- 
aoa on the other side as comes from 
the Georgia railroad alone. The wit- 
nesses were the general manager, the 
master mechanic and other officials to 
whom reports were. regularly made 
about the conduct and value, and par- 
ticularly about the defects, if any, of 
every fireman on the road. It, was the 
duty of every engineer examined, and 
of the many other engineers who were 
not examined, as it has been for years 
of their predecessors, to report 
espée@ially upon any derelictions from 
duty of the firemen who were~serv- 
ing immediately under them. Each of 
these official witnesses was, there- 
‘fore, through their reports, in touch 
with all of the firemen on the road, 
and the experience of such officials, if 
truthfully related, was therefore of 
more value than was that of all the 
engineers who: gave evidence, because 
each engineer was in touch only with 
such firemen as happened to be under 
him. What adds further value to the 
testimony of these officials is that the 
general manager and the directors of 
this carefully-managed railroad, from 
all their reports, have adhered for 
years to the policy of employing in 
part negro firemen. Self-interest 
prompts railroad corporations, as it 
does other persons. If experience had 
shown that negro firemen endangered 
the safety of the traveling public, the 
railroad company / would have given 
them up. Everybody knows that 
juries award heavy damages when 
losses occur from the incompetency of 
railroad employees. The case of the 
Georgia railroad was established by 
the evidence from that eorporation 
alone. But beside the evidence of the 
Georgia railroad officials, the board 
of arbitration bad before it also the 
testimony of officials of six other 
southern rafiroads. All of them testi- 
‘fied that experience extending back 
for years, embracing, of course, care- 
ful observation for long périods of all 
their firemen, justified them in adopt- 
ing and adhering to the policy of em- 
ploying in part negro firemen. Never 
was a controverted fact more abun- 
dantly established by evidence than 
was the fact before the board of ar- 
bitration. that the negro, when prop- 
pore selected, will perform well all 
the duties of a fireman. Some of the 
testimony was that negroes were more 
efficient than whites, because they en- 
dure better the heat of the climate. 
It further appeared from the evidence 
that more negroes than at present 
would be taken on as firemen by some 
of the companies, were it not for a 
desire to train on each road a certain 
number of firemen for engineers. No 
one of the companies makes negroes 
engineers, wisely drawing the line 
here, just as the people of Georxia do 
when they elect to subordinate posi- 
tions men whom they would not choose 
for supreme court judges—the politi- 
co-economic question. lf the uegro is 
not competent to do the duties of fire- 
men under the immediate supervision 
of a white engineer, what is he fit 
for? What are we to do with the 10.- 
000,000 negroes in the south? The 
able counsel of the firemen saw the 
necessity of some reply to this ques- 
tion. and, as I remember, he said they 
all should be sent to the fields. Of 
course, Mr, Arnold has 4s high a re-

r the white farmer of the south, 

bad we ho with his own hands, as l 
have: and I am sure that he did not 
see all that his position would imply. 
“Is the white farmer the only white 
man in the south with whom the negro 
is to be allowed to compete? These 
white farmers and their friends, when 
appealed to for sympathy with these 
labor unions who wish to drive the 
negro out of other occupations, should 
take notice of what all this means 
For one. | should be glad if we never 
had a negro in America. He has been 
the cause of unspeakable strife and 
bloodshed. He came; yet it was not 
his fault. He was brought here against 
his will, and he served faithfully, espe- 
cially during the civil war. During 
reconstruction days he played a sorry 
part.. He was ignorant and credulous, 
and bad men, playing on his hopes and 
fears, pitted him against us in a con- 
test for social equality and political 
supremacy. The white man won out, 
of céurse, and now the pity of it ail is 
that those of the two races who grew 


‘up in the midst of that conflict became 


so bitter against each other that the 
young white man, with his superior in- 
telligence, often finds it difficult to 
take a dispassionate view of the situ- 
ation before him. Still, thid is what he 
ought to do. We of the south are in 
full control, and the negro with whom 
we must deal, is here with us to stay. 

“Thomas Jefferson was a wise man. 
He favored emancipation, but thought 
it should be coupled with colonization 
of the negro abroad, because he fear- 
ed a race war, as in San Domingo. 
Other early southern statesmen thought 
likewise. Abraham Lincoln the south 
now recognizes as & wise and good 
man. When he felt obliged, as a mili- 
tary necessity, to issue his proclama- 
tion of emancipation, sympathizing 
with the south, and fearing race trou- 
ble, he sounded, through his secretary 
of. state, Great Britain, France and 
the Netherlands, to know whether the 
United States could send freedmen to 
the British, the French or the Dutch 
West Indies. All these governments 
answered no. So did the Central and 
South American republics. All this ap- 
pears in Mr. Lincoln’s message to con- 
gress in December, 13862. 

“The negro is to stay with us; there 
is nowhere to send him, and no money 
to transport 10,000,000 of them, even if 
we could find’ for them a home. Can 
.we, then, satisfy the fears of Jefferson 
and Calhoun and Lincoln, and live 
peaceably with the negro all over the 
south, in the black counties and in the 
white counties, durin® the long future 
that is before us and our posterity? 
The experience of the last ten years 
seems to show that we can, if only 
hereafter we cont#nue, as heretofore, 
to be just to the gro and allow him 
to work in callings for which he is 
fitted and where he can get employ- 
ment. If left to myself, I would strike 
out the condition attached to the award 
of the majority of the arbitrators in 
the Georgia railroad case. We wiil 
not be doing justice to the negro if 
we allow one labor union to come 
down from the north and exclude him 
from railroad work, then others to 
“come and exclude him .successively 
from carpentering and. blacksmithing 
and sawmilling and mining, ete., until 
finally we shall have organizations in- 
terfering with even domestic service. 
We all approve labor unions when they 
confine themselves to their proper 
spheres. They have undoubtedly ac- 
complished much good, but it is d@iffi- 
cult to-see how public opinion at the 
south can approve their céurse when 
they comé¢e down among us to stir up 


strife between the races. The white 
man of the south has nothing to fear 
from competition with the negroes, as 
we all believe. The negro is not any- 
where his equal. Wher idleness and 
crime are justly complained of against 
the negro tt is strange that thoughtful 
men should aid in a movement to de- 
prive him of work he is fit.for, This 
tends to teke away from h m™ 
all incentive to bécome a/useful citi- 
zen, instead of a burden on the com- 
munity.

There was a g00d deal of 
attention towards Washington on ac- 
count of the arrival of the tariff bill 
at the crucial stage of the conference 
between the two houses. It is realized 
in the financial community thet the 
prolonged discussion in both houses of 
congress may be rendered nugatory in 
important particulars’ by compromise 
in the cenference. Particular interest 
is attached to the report of objection 
by President Taft to the double taxa- 


ttion involved in the amendment to the 


corporation earnings tax provision, in- 
cluding “holding companies.” The Fi- 
nancial Chronicle indicated an advance 
in June in gross earnings of railroads 
over June of last year of 10.45 per cent 
on returns from one-third of the totel 
mileage of the country. The same au- 
thority points out, however, that in 
June, last year, the decrease in gross 
earnings for a similar mileage and in 
comparison with the previous yegr 
reached a percentage of 20.89. Lllinois 
Central showed signs of strength on 
reiterated but unconfirmed rumors of 
an intended increase in the dividend 
rate. Some of yesterday’s weakest 
stocks made partial recoveries. A gen- 
eral hardening movement in the second 
hour corrected the drop of the first 
and left final price changes insignifi- 
cant. The discrepancies between the 
bank statement of averages and of 
actual conditions, which have come to 
be expeeted, throw increasing author- 
it yon the actual condition as the more 
reliable statement. It was there that 
the known movements of money for 
the week found their reflection in the 
cash gain, while the repayment of 
loans to the banks naturally following 
the passing of the July settlemerts, 
were also reported in the actual con- 
dition in contrast with the loan con- 
traction of the averages.

TAXES ARE INCREASED 
BY THE GERMAN EMPIRE 


Finance Reform Legislation Completed 
By the Retehstag. 


Berlin. July 10.—The reichstag 
finished the finance reform legislation 
tonight. It has been’ eight months 
since the measures were first intro- 
duced, byt the various bills have been 
so remodeled and so many substitu- 
tions have been made that the com- 
pleted legislation resembles but Ht- 
tle the government's original  pro- 
posals. 

The scheme finally adopted consists 
of higher taxes on beer, tobacco and 
brandy, higner duties on coffee, effer- 
vescent wines, cordials and tea. The 
duty on tea has been quadrupled. The 
house also adopted a stamp tax on 
checks, stubs for the removal of divi-’ 
dends and coupon sheets as well as a 
higher stamp tax for issues of new 
stocks and bonds which will affect 
foreign securities. A tax on trans- 
fers of real estate was also adopted, 
‘with a resolution requiring that a bill 
be introduced by April 1, 1911, for tax- 
ing the unearned increment in land 
values. 

The national liberals, -radicals and 
eoclalists voted against all the bills.

“Work Begins This Week

TO HELP “WILL MYERS” 


Commander of Company in Which Alleged Slayer of For- 
rest Crowley Claims He Served, Writes 


Interesting Letter. 


If the man who wrote to The Con- 
stitution, claiming to be Will Myers, 
who was convicted of the murder of 
Forrest Crowley in 1894, told the truth 
as to his identity and as to service in 
the Spanish-American war, he can 
find a friend in Dr. Jefferson Wilcox, of 
Willacoochee, Ga. who was captain 
of company B, Third regiment, United 
States volunteer infantry, commonly 
known as “Ray's Immunes.” 

The writer of th eletter to The Con- 
stitution alleging that he was the man 
convicted of the murder of Crowley, 
stated that he served in this regiment 
under Captain Wilcox.

Captain Wlilcox’s Letter. 

Captain Wilcox’s letter .to The Con- 
stitution is as follows: 

Editor Constitution: In regard to 
Will Myers, allegéd murderer of For- 
rest Crowley, and who claimed in last 
Sunday’s Constitution to be a member 
qf my command during the Spanish- 
American war, I wish to say that I 
went out into the hedges and byways 
and picked up the men here and Ahere, 
most of whom were total strangers 
te me. It is justly barely possible that 
he was in my company. 

I have written the adjutant general 
of the United States army at Washing- 
ton, D. C., for a eopy of company B's 
muster role. When I get it, ¥ I then 
had-a description of Myers, I am sure 
I could locate him. If he was a mem- 
ber of my company I wish to say that 
he deported -himself a a gentleman 
and a soldier, as did every man of my 
command, and was ready at any mo- 
ment to give his life in defense of the 
flag. He was a volunteer, and while 
he never smelled Spanish gun powder, 
he was just as willing to do and die, 


and was a hero as grand and a patriot 
as true as the gallant “Rough Riders,”

Myers, I will here and now promise 
him upon the honor of a gentieman 
that I will not entrap him, nor ever 
directly or indirectly be the cause of 
his future betrayal, and will do every 
thing reasonable to secure his pardon, 
And if he wishes to visit me in my 
home, I promise him that he will be 
just as welcome and just as secure 
under my roof as would be my own son.

Under 
the new bill there are to.be five as- 
sistant bank examiners, each at a sal- 
ary of $1,800, instead of.the $1,500 now 
paid. 
Bauks to Pay Expenses. 

The expenses of bank examination 
are not to be paid by~the state, but 
by the banks. In order to secure a 
sufficient fund to pay these expenses, 
the bill provides for an increasé in the 
charge upon each bank for examina- 
tion. These fees are to be increased 
from the present rate of $10 to- $60, 
and $15 to $100. 

A bank with $25,000 capital now 
pays $10 for each examination; under 
the new schedule it will pay $15, and so 
on in graduated scale until banks with 
more than ~- $500,000. capital will pay 
$100 for.each examination. 

These fees and other sources of in- 
come will raise a total of $19;430, all 
of which will be needed to pay the ex- 
penses of the examination twice each 
year of 466 state banks. The salary of 
the state bank examiner and assistants 
amount to $12,450; their expenses when 
traveling $5,500, while incidental ex- 
penses take up the balance. 

The assistant bank examiner is, un- 
der this measure, given the same au- 
thority as the state bank examiner in 
The law gives the assist- 
the power to administer oaths. 
makes two yearly examinations 
bank peremptory. 

To Write O@ Bad Debts. 

Another réequirement fs that state 
banks shal! either put in suit or write 
off their bad debts, in order to prevent 
their being cargied as assets when they 
may have ceased to be such. 

Severe penalties are provided ‘in the 
event that any bank official certifies 
to any draft or check when the party 
to whom it.is issued has not in bank 
the amount of funds the paper calls 
for. 

It is provided that no person shall 
be a director in a bank of $25,000 capi- 
tal unless he owns $300 worth of its 
stock, which is unencunibered in any 
way: in a bank of $50,000 capital he 
must own $500 of the stock, unencum- 
bered, and so on. 

Private banking institutions are re- 
quired to print under the name on their 
stationary and + edvertisements. the 
words “Not Incorporated,” 

After January 1, 1910, it is, required 
that all state banks shall pay in the 
full amount of their capital stock, In 
sums of 10 per cent each three months 
in cash, until the capital stock is fully 
paid up. It is required that a bank 
must have paid in 60 per cent of its 
proposed capital stock beforeitcan be- 
gin business, and thereafter must pay 
in 10 per cent of the balance each 
three months until it is fully paid up. 
The purpose of this feature of the 
law is to prevent a bank from adver- 
tising more capital than it actually 
has. It is stated there are many banks 
in Georgia which purport to have $25,- 
000 capital, the minimum allowed under 
the present state law, but which have 
paid in only 60 per cent of that amount. 
and do business on that without pay- 
ing in the balance. Often it is never 
paid in. The proposed law will rem- 
edy that and require that capital stock 
shall be paid up in full, as advertised. 

Capital and Liabilities. 

It is provided that the total 
ties of any state bank shall not ex- 
ceed the unimpaired capital, surplus 
and undivided profits, not to include 
the deposits subject to check or cer- 
tificate, demand or time deposits, in- 
dorsements or rediscounts. 

Under the bill no bank is permitted 
to invest in any shares of stock in 
any corporation which have been pay- 
ing less than 4 per cent at any time 
within five years; if they have any such 
stock they must dispose of it. 

No bank is to be permitted to loan 
more than 50 per cent of its unimpair- 
ed capital, surplus and undivided prof- 
its upon the shares of any corporation. 
although they may be pledged by dif- 
ferent borrowegzs. 

Receipts kiven by minors for the 
withdrawal of deposits which they 
have made, are to be held valid in law. 

No bank ts to be permitted to ad- 
vertise more capitalization than it has 
actually paid in, e 

It is made a’ misdemeanor for any 
person to circulaje false statements or 
rumors regarding any bank. 

The Rutherford bill has been re- 
ferred to the committee on banking. 
A similar bill has been introduced in 
the house by Mr. Davis, of Dougherty. 
who is a well-known member of the 
Georgia Bankers’ Association, 
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At the Vaudette.

When the Central train reached the 
East Point tewer the engineer saw that 
the signal was set wrong and that he 
was blocked out. 

He waited for a minute or so, saw 
there was no change in the signal or 
in the switches, and knowing no rea- 
eon why the train should be blocked, 
called upon the conductor. 

Signal Tower Deserted. 

Anxious to resume their trip, em- 
ployees of the train tramped to the 
‘signal tower and ascended the stairs. 
Not an operator was present. The place 
was entirely deserted, and not even a 
sign left to show that anything un- 
usual had happened. 

Examining the switches, it was found 
that they were in confusion, being 
badly mixed up, sgme of: them being 
thrown the wrong way. There was no 
sign in the office of a struggle: there 
was no note that the operator had gone 
away; there was réally no kind of an 
6xplanation for the unusual condition 
of. affairs. ‘ ; 

The employees at once scattered, 
starting a search for the operator, 
while another operater was called upon 
to do the werk which had been left un- 
done. 

The investigation developed nothing.

A septic tank on Peachtree creek to 
the northwest of the city, a septic tank 
on Proctor creek, to the southwest of 
the city, and a septic tank on Intrench- 
ment creek, to the southeast of the 
city, a pumping station at the outfall 
of the McDaniel street sewer and ap- 
other at the outfall of the sewer south 
of West End. 

Dr. Hering went into all the details 
of Atlanta’s sewerage system, and he 
agreed to spend Saturday afternoon in 
an inspection of the waterworks sys- 
tem. He will make a report on the 
waterworks department within the 
next two months. 

Dr. Hering stated to the bond com- 
mission that it would take at least 
wo yeare to complete the work of in- 
stalling septic tanks and pumping sta- 
tions. He agreed to superintend the 
work for §250 a month. 

Mayor Maddox stated to the commis- 
sion that it was his intention when 
the bond election was called to hold 
public meetings, at which addresses 
will be made and pictures shown to 
illustrate the proposed development of 
the sewer system. It was his idea to 
have the meetings at night, and to give 
the people, as he expressed it, a “mov- 
ing picture show” that would not fail 
to convince them that an issue of 
bonds for sewers, public schools and 
waterworks was imperative.

THE LANGUAGE OF PEACE 


=«-G. Grosvenor Dawe 


“The language of commerce is the 
language of peace.” 

Thus G. Grosvenor Dawe epitomizes 
the spirit that is influencing the South- 
ern Commercial Congress and the spirit 
in which it expects to work out its 
ends and achieve a greater nation 
through a greater south, 

Mr. Dawe said the belligerent note 
which went out from Montgomery, Ala., 
the destructive war

ing as secretary of the board of trade 
of Montgomery, it occurred to him that 
from that city the campaign should 
be begun for a welding togdther of the 
old southern states for a new and 
peaceful campaign for trade. 

In his address before the Southern 
Commercial Secretaries in Atlanta last 
week, Mr. Dawe quoted some surprising 
statistics that showed the undeveloped 
opportunities of the south and how this 
section compared with other parts of 
the country in industrial progress. 

In pointing out the enormous natu- 
ral advantages possessed by the south, 
he mentioned its length of coast line. 
greater than that of the north and the 
Pacific coast states combined; its in- 
numerable navigable streams; water 
powers awaiting development; minerals 
conveniently located; its cheap land 
and agricultural superiority; its vast 
forest tracts and its accessibility to 
the ocean with itg resulting advantages 
of cheap freight. 

The South’s Status Today. 

Mr. Dawe showed that the southern 
states, excluding Missouri! and Okla- 
homa, today have 24,352,278 people: 
that its farm products nine years ago 
were valued at $1,250,000,000; that in 
1907 it consumed in its own mills 2,496,- 
000 bales of cotton; that it had in that 
year 63,784 miles of railways; 1,377 
banks, and $500,000,000 on deposits in 
its banks. 

Yet the entire capital invested in 
manufacturing enterprises in the six- 
teen southern states is less than that 
invested in the one state of Pennsyl- 
vania. In 1905 the gouth had $1,967,- 
915,679 so employed, and New Eng- 
land had $1,870,996,405, although the 
south has five times as many people 
and an area of 969,207 square miles, 
as compared to the 66,424 of New Eng- 
land. 

He stressed the great need of tech- 
nical training in fitting the young men 
of the south to develop its vast natu- 
ral advantages and to take the lead 
in its industrial progress. 

Cooperation, the Watchword. 

In conclusion, he said: 

“The greatest method for accelerat- 
ing the south’s development, is found 
in the word ‘cooperation, not as a 
sentiment, but as a compelling influ- 
ence. Your town is not going to grow 
through your efforts in any such meas- 
ure as you may desire unless your 
commercial organization realizes that 
it is one with every other commer- 
cial organization, pulling for a great- 
er south. The stupendous resources 
of the south, the destiny of the south. 
call for a commercial cooperation 
greater than that which has taken 
place at any point or time in the his- 
tory of the United States. By reason 
of the resources of the south, greater 
in their volume than any other equal 
in the world, the call for an intelli- 
gent, persistent cooperation day after 
dav, year after year, is absolutely com- 
pelling; and we men of the south must 
rise to that purpose of cooperation if 
we want the south to be its full great- 
ness. To work with others is to mul- 
tiply. To work in an atmosphere of 
suspicion and petty jealousy is to be 


feeble. 

“There is no child's task facing our 
towns or our states or our southland. 
What I have set before you statistical- 
ly will prompt you to agree with me 


'that a greater responsibility was never 
laid upon any people. 


Are we large 
enough to meet the opportunity? I be- 
lieve so: for there hes already been in 
a generation a buoyant recovery, from 
the shock of war. which has laid the 
foundation for vastly greater things

“By organization, more searching 
and complete than ever yet attempted 
in the commercial! history of the United 
States, organization that shall asp 
and change conditions instead of be- 
wailing them.

embody in vital cooperation the wisest, 
most influential thought of all organi- 
zations.

“If there is @ genuine  coopetative 
effort, then every man of you work- 
ing for a greater south can get into 
touch with every other man. The or- 
ganization must not be extraneous or 
artificial; it must not be an invention 
to create offices for needy men: it 
must not attempt to organize or con- 
trol this or that or the other thing 
through the south, but simply to stim- 
ulate activity in orgafization, leaving 
the local body to work out its own 
problems, but emphasizing ever the 
need of a lecal bedy to organize and 
to advertise.

This organization must pro- 
duce that which: for lack of a better 
term, may be called ‘atmospheric pub- 
icity,’ filling the very air with the 
thought ‘in the south is opportunity.’ 

his organization must not have 
thought of mere vanishing expediency, 
but must be laid down and built up on 
such broad lines that the whole United 
States will listen and learn. It must 
hold fast to simplicity of purpose— 
publicity——-making the south know it- 
self, making the south known. It 
must avoid politics and cleave to 
statesmanship. It must avoid debates 
and hold fast to straightforward dec- 
laration.”’

Income tax clubs ought 
to be formed immediately in every 
county, nonpartisan clubs to pledge 
members of the various legislatures to 
vote for ratification.

Lower Records From 1 to 100 
Miles During the Race at 
Columbus, Ohio. 


RY far the most sensational aute- 
tmobile track race in the history of the 
sport was won by Robert Burman in a 
Buick at Columbus, Ohfo, jast week.

Prise for Individual. 

It is notable that the conditions for 
the 1909 tour are wholly different from 
those of former years. For the first 
time the Glidden trophy is up as a 
prize for an individual, to be held by 
him for one year. It- will no longer go 
to a club nor be competed for by teams. 
In order to permit of this and of the 
increased distance, it was necessary 
that the deed of gift be altered and 
this was done with the consent of the 
donor, Charles J. Glidden, who will be 
on the tour. Besides the Glidden trophy 
there are two others, each of which be- 
comes the permanent possession of its 
winner this year. First of these is 
the Hower trophy for runabouts, 
donoated by F. B. Hower, chairman of 
the A. A. A. Contest Board, and mana- 
ger of the tour; this will be the third 
Hower trophy to be awarded. The 
other prize is a new one offered under 
unusual circumstances. It is a trophy 
for the miniature tonneau car making 
the best score and is known as the 
Detroit Cup. ._In appreciation of the 
honor of having the tour start from 
their city, the members of the Detroit 
Board of Commerce agreed to donate 
a trophy to be competed for by minia- 
ture tonneau cars, The mayor and com. 
mon council of the city got ahead of 
the merchants, however. and for the 
first time on record an appropriation 
from the oity treasury was voted for 
a trophy, without the matter being re- 
ferred to a committee. The common 
council voted $250 for the prize and 
a committee, headed by Mayor Breit- 
meyer was appointed to make the pur- 
chase.

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LUNCHED oN BUNS AND APPLES

don, there used to be, 

weeks ago, a Man whipras seen at 
lunch time, with an applé in one hand 
and a penny bun in the other, walk- 
ing along Lombard street, abstracted- 
ly taking a bite from one and then 
the other, oblivious of the fact that 
smartly-dressed brokers were staring 
at him. A few of the bigger brokers 
knew who he was, and that this frugal 
lunch was due not to. stinginess, but 
to simplicity of taste and hatred of 
ostentatious money-spending. They 
knew that he was a liberal giver to 
charities, and that the five or six mil- 
lion dollars he had inherited from his 
father was being thriftily spent on 
safe securities when prices were low. 
But. they didn’t know that he was 
the richest untitled citizen of England. 
This week this man died, and when 
a little paragraph was given in the 
obituary columns to Charles Morrison, 
most readers wondered who he was, 
and why the papers gave him any 
space at all. ‘Today, it appeared that 
the newly-improvised government 
death and succession duties on Mor- 
rison’s estate will net the govern- 
ment, and lighten the taxpayers of 
about $11,500,000, this being the per- 
centage of tax as estimated on ap- 
proximately $60,000,000 amassed s0 
quietly by this unostentatious in- 
vestor. 

The foundation of the Morrison for- 
tune was laid in the dry goods trade. 
His father, James Morrison, was a4 
Scotch farmer lad, who came to Lon- 
don and got a job in a wholesale dry 
goods house. After a while he went 
into business for himself, and when he 
died he left $5,000,000 to each of his 
four children. Charles continued for 
some years at the head of the business, 
but when it was formed into a com- 
pany he gave up all connection with 
it, except as a shareholder; and went 
in for finance. 

His operations were not of the 
spectacular kind, however. He operat- 
ed conservatively, buying gtit-edged 
securities when they were low and 
selling when they were high.

spent more than $60,000, and most of 
that was devoted to charity and to 
keeping up the beautiful estate at 
Basildon, in Kent, which was left to 
him by his father. He gave $5,000

and largely to othér objects. It is re- 
lated also that he gdve away about $5 
every day in small charities in con- 
nection with his estate. 

In addition to stock operations, Mor- 
rison made money in real estate. He 
owned two of the biggest office 
buildings in the financial district, and 
some very choice blocks in other parts 
of London. 

Morrison’s two passions next to 
making money were’ pictures and lt- 
erature. He had one of the finest col- 
lections of pictures In England at his 
home at Basildon. Most of it was 
bequeathed to him by his father, but 
he added to it from time to time, al- 
ways purchasing judiciously and with 
rare good taste. Among the choicest 
of his treasures is one of the largest 
and finest pictures ever painted by 
Turner. It is ten feet long. He also 
possessed a smaller Turner, which 
has been desoribed by a famous critic 
as “an enchanting picture,” a _— fine 
Constable, and works by Wilkie, Stan- 
field, Collins and other English mas- 
ters. A Leonardo, a magnificent Rem- 
brandt—‘“Hendrickje in a White Cloak” 
—one of the finest known Hobbemas 
and a Jan Steen, were among his col- 
lection. ° 

He was an omnivorous reader, and 
he had an encyclopaedic memory. He 
often surprised his friends by quoding 
long passages from books which he 
had read as a boy or a young man, 
and he also did a little work as an 
author. In 1854 he published a book 
on “The Relations Between Capital 
and Labor,’ which was. a carefully 
reasoned treatise on the subject from 
the point of view of the capitalist. 
Morrison took a keen interest in so- 
cial questions, and although he was a 
strong opponent of what he considered 
the errors of socialism, he was an ad- 
vocate of the cooperative movement, 
and the views which he advanced were 
considered radical in the days when 
the book was published. In 1903 when 
he was 85 years old he published a 
book entitled “Doubts on Darwinism, 
by a Semi Darwinian,’”’ which was 
also a careful essay on the Darwinian 
theory and its modern modifications. 

Although he was.known to a few. 
as the richest man in the city, Mor-| 
rison’s appearance was practically un-|! 
known to the public. He took no part | 
in any public movements, and his ad: : 
vice was never sought on finance, for 
the reason that he always refused to 
discuss it. -He was willing enough to 
talk to his few intimates on books and 
pictures, but he tabooed the subject of 
money.

land. Most of our modern ‘kings have 
to work hard for their living; but

| learning to be a king is still harder 
‘work. 


The parents of an ordinary 
American boy are satisfied if he learns 
one trade or profession well. Some 
parents indeed have so much money 
and so little sense that they do not 
even require this, but the parents of 
little Prince Edward of Wales, the 
eldest son of the prince and princess 


of Wales, and the future king of Eng- 


land, insist that he shall know a great 
many things very well indeed. 

As the navy is of the most impor- 
tance to the English nation, the first 
thing that little Prince Edward must 
learn is to be a naval officer. He has 
just entered on the second half of his 
training for the navy, and when that is 
completed he will have to learn to be 
a soldier in order that he may, at. 
army 
he 
will have to take a special course in 
diplomacy, in order that he may be 
able to help look after the interests 
of his subjects in dealing with foreign 
nations. All the time he must be 
learning the ordinary lessons that the 
American boy is taught, and no ex- 
cuses are accepted if he does not learn 
them thoroughly. 

“But.” the American boy will say, 
‘things are surely made easy for a 
kid who will be a king some day. 
Surely, the teachers and the other boys 
do not dare to treat him as they do 
others.” 

Not a bit of it. Little Prince Ed- 
ward is treated just like any other 
boy. The first lesson in being a king 
is to learn how it feels to obey orders.

CENTENNIAL GATHERING 
DISCIPLES OF CHRIST 


Elaborate Preparations for the 
Reunion of the Christian 
Church in October. 


Elaborate preparations are being 
made by the Disciples of Christ for the 
celebration of their centennial this year 
in Pittsburg, Pa. The date, October 
11-19, 1909, is taken from the appear- 
ance of “A Declaration and Address,” 
by Thomas Campbell, father-of Alex- 
ander Campbell, September 7, 1809, 

which was the first and only publica- 
tion of “The Christian Association of 
Washington, Pa.,” an organization com- 
posed of members of different churches 
bent on Christian union and missionary 
propaganda. Their first church was 
organized in 1811 at Brush Run, Wash- 
ington county, Pennsylvania, but the 
‘year before friends of theirs had es- 
tablished one in New York city and 
in 1803 Barton W. Stone, who, in 1832. 
formed a coalition with the Campbells, 
had taken the same position in Ken- 
tucky. These foregieams were to the 
declaration and address what the 
Mecklenburg Declaration and the Bos- 
ton Tea Parts were to Thomas Jef- 
- —" immortal document of July 4, 

September 7, 1809, a peimbiiiet of 56 
Pages was published at Washington, 
Pa., under the title of “A Declaration 
and Address.’ The seceder Presbyte- 
Tian minister Who wrote it was an 
Irish immigrant of marked scholar- 
ship, piety and grace, whose name, 
Thomas Campbell, indicates that before 
he was an Irishman he was a Scotch- 
man. It was a plea for the reunion 
-of all churches, ordinances and life of 

the Apostolic church. It called for 

the abolition of all creeds and confes- 
sions of faith as tests of fellowship, 
and the reinstatement of the Word of 
God, and particularly the scriptures of 
the New Testament, as the united 
churches’ only rule of faith and prac- 
tice. It plead for the renouncement 
of all human leadership and the exalta- 
_tion of Christ as the one head of the 
' church. It breathed the kindliest 
spirit of Christian fellowship, and was 
manifestly inspired by a yearning for 
peace and unity in the family of God, 
as well as by loyalty to Christ. 

Shortly before this date and soon 
‘after it other leaders in different 

churches and in various parts of the 
new world took the same position. As 
fest as these became acquainted they 
united in the common cause. Alexan- 
der Campbell; the son of ‘Thomas, was 
soon recognized as their foremost 
champion.

activity and missionary én-

DISPERSED JURY 
VOIDS. VERDICT

Important Decision Ren- 
dered by the Court 
of Appeals. 


The state court of appeals has just 
decided a case the principal of which 
is of interest and importance to the 
couTts of the state generally. 

The effect of the decision of the 
court is that if a jury in a criminal 
case is permitted to disperse without 
agreement on the part of the defend- 
ant, before the verdict is rendered in 
open court and in the defendant’s pres- 
ence, the defendant is entitled to his 


discharge from custody even though 
the jury may render a verdict of | 
guilty. | 

It will be remembered that this is! 
the view Judge Pendleton took in that 
Bridwell case some monthg¢ ago, anda 
ordered Bridwell released from custody 
because the jury rendered a sealed 


verdict and dispersed in the absence of! 
agreement on the part of the defense. 

The Bridwell case, however, did not 
&0 to the appellate court. The case 
that did was tried before Judge N. A. 
Mortis in Milton superior court. A 
white man named Ad Hopkins was 
convicted of as#ault and battery. Be- 
fore the jury finished its deliberations 
the court adjourned and Judge Morris 
specifically instructed Sheriff McCles- 
ky not to let\the jury disperse in case 
it reached a verdict before the court 
was reconvened. The sheriff disre- 
garded the court’s instructions and let! 
the jury disperse after it had coe. 
a verdict of guilty. 

Motion was made to discharge the’ 
defendant forthwith, but Judge Morris) 
after fining the sheriff for his indiscre- 
tion, decided to let the case go up to 
the court of. appeals in order that the, 
question might be settled. 

The court of appeals reverses Judge 
Morris and holds that the defendant’ 
should have been discharged from cus- | 
tody following the dispersal of the! 
jury under the conditions stated, even! 
though its verdict wag one of guilty.

If Receiver Will Hold Intact 
the Property Till Determina- 
tion of Jurisdiction, Will Dis- 
miss Contempt Citation. 


Savannah, Ga., July 10.—Conflict be- 
tween the federal and state courts, 
which was threatened over the assets 
of the Electrical Supply Company, has 
been averted by the agreement of both 
Judge Speer and Judge Chariton to re- 
fer the case at issue to the supreme 
court of Georgia for adjudication. 

Some of the creditors of the com- 


pany had appealed to Judge Charlton 


and he had named as receiver, W. V. 
Davis. Other cfeditors applied to the 
federal court for an order in involun- 
tary bankruptcy, and Judge Emory 
Speer named United States Marshal 
White as receiver. Judge Chariton re- 
fused to recognigze the jurisdiction of 
federal officials, and ordered his re- 
ceiver to refusé to obey Judge Speer's 
writ. He further instructed Davis to 
put armed guards over the property 
and to resist the attempts of Marshal 
White with force. Thereupon Judge 
Speer cited Davis for contempt. 

Judge Speer’s Proposal. 

Then Judge Speer proposed to Judge 
Chariton that if he would agree to or- 
der Reicever Davis to hold intact all 
the company’s property until the su- 
preme court of the state could pass 
upon the question of jurisdiction, the 
citation for contempt would be recall- 
ed. Judge Chariton wired that he 
would agree to do so, and thereupon 
Judge Speer telegraphed Judge Char)- 
ton: “Your telegram received. Rule 
against receiver accordingly 4aus- 
pended.” 

Judge Speer’s letter to Judge Charl- 
ton, whlle deprecating the unfortunate 
situation and offering a way to solve 
the dispute, nevertheless, maintained 
that the federal jurist’s view Was the 
only tenable one, and indicated that 
the United States court would stop at 
nothing to enforce its mandates. Judge 
Speer in the letter said: 

“If, however, you do not think prop- 
er to adopt this suggestion, I must do 
the best I can toward the enforce- 
ment of the law as I conceive it to 
exist, to prevent the distribution of as- 
sets of What seems to mé an insolvent 
and bankrupt concern.”

The Right Rev. Charies D. Williams, 
D.D., bishop of the Episcopal diocese 
ef Michigan, is widely quoted in @ 
late sermon, in whieh he states that

the Cincinnatti are no good.” He states 
further “that these organizations are 
for mutual admiration and indulge in 
harmless patriotic buncombe, such 45 
teaching kindergartens of foreign 
children to go through flag drills and 
sing the ‘Star-Spangled Banner.’ We 
affect a democratic simplicity and ap- 
pear to despise pride in aristocratic 
descent, but on the other hand organ- 
ize societies for just the opposite pur- 
pose. While making a great show of 
patriotism, the people of the United 
States refuse to take up the simplest 
obligations of their citizenship. They 
would not soil their dainty fingers 
with dirty politics, even in an effort 
to make them clean.” 

This false patriotism of idle pride 
in our past, and blind confidence in 
eur future has so posssesssed the pop- 
ular mind that he who ventures to cri- 
ticise our national character makes 
himself a prey of popular fury and 
scorn. 

We know of a prominent divine, 
who was once very severely condemned 
for utterances from his pulpit, and 
when he was arraigned, he quietly pro- 
duced his manuscript of the saity dis- 
course, and ‘twas discovered that the 
divine made no such utterances as he 
was charged with. We hope that the 
same may be the case with Bishop 
Williams.

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DANGER THREATEN 
PURE FOOD LAM 


Mighty Effort Is Now Be- 
ing Made to Overthrow 
This Legislation. 


The case of the Hipolite Bgg Com- 
pany, which was begun last week in 
the supreme court of the District of 
Columbia, is a mighty effort te set 
aside the pure food law under the 
guise of a law suit between the said 


|Hipolite Egg Company and James Wil- 


son, secretary of agriculture. 

The immediate cause of suit is the 
seizure of canned eggs which have 
been preserved by boric acid, The 
complaint asks for an injunction 
against the secretary of agriculture 
and his department to prevent this in- 
terference with plaintiff's business. 

This assault upon the pure food law 
reveals deep-laid plans, daringly fram- 
ed, and the suit its reported to be well 
backed by the beef packers and 
other powerful influences, which 
means war to the knife, a ditter 
fight on. 

The bill prepared by plaintiff. and a 
Washington dispatch quotes from its 
thus: 

“In the first place, the pure food 
is declared to be unconstitutional 
because it gives to the federal g0v- 
ernment the police-regulating power 
delegated under the constitution to the 
several states. In addition, it is set 
forth that under the constitution con- 
gress can only grant regulating powers 
and can not delegate a prohibitory 
power to any department of tne gen- 
eral government. -It is also asserted 
that congress gan not delegate to 
heads of. executive departments’ the 
right to make rules and regulations 
under a general law. This, it is con- 
tended, vests legislative power in of- 
ficialis outside of congress.” 

The New York World thinks that 
this attempt upon the part of certain 
food concerns to break down the pure 
food law i& a short-sighted proceeding 
even from a business point of view. 
It remarks editorially: 

“No doubt the pure food law has in- 
terfered with the freedom of concerns 
that formerly found it profitable’ to 
sell aduiterated and fraudulent food 
products. It has raised a bar to va- 
rious mild forms of poisoning. It has 
made it expedient for manufacturers 
to practice honesty and straight 
dealing, and to that extent has served 
as a safeguard to the consumer's 
pocket and his health.”

The Kingston History club. has «@ 
most remarkable record. Started rather 
as a joke, the first invitation to meet 
having been sent out by one lady writ- 
ten on tissue paper and enclosed in a 
gilded peanut shell. 

That was nine years ago; today a 
library of over 400 books is instailed 
in the school house for use of school 
children and citizeng generally. 

The ugly red waste formerly seen 
by tourists when passing through 
Kingston, On the railroad, is now a 
beautiful park with paths, flower beds, 
velvet lawn, summer homes, arbors 
and wine-colored nell. 

The Grand Work. 

The work, however, nearest to the 
heart of the Kingston club woman is 
the reclamation of God's acre. 

This sacred plot consists of five acres 
of steep hillside, containing perhaps 
a thousand graves, and for a decade 
had been a wilderness of scrub oaks, 
briars, and weeds, with here and there 
a modest monument. No road entered 
the grounds, no paths, and, for half 
a century buying had been done in 
such a haphazard fashion that the 
gravediggers frequently struck two or 
three graves before finding an uwnoc- 
cupied spot.

Merely a Suggestion. 


Any change in the constitution of 
the Georgia Federation must be pub.- 
lished and sent to each club one 
month before the date of annual con- 
vention.

Manchuria, 1909.—I 
spent this morning on Quai) Hill, 
where the Japanese are erecting a 
memorial in Qbenor of their herocs who 
died at Port Y rthur. This hill is a 
saddle-shaped “ %cvation which rises 
to a heigh: of a thousand or more 
feet out of the arena of the ampithe- 
ater in whicn t’ort Arthur is located. 
It faces th= narrow entrance to the 
harbor where the Japanese and Kus- 
Sian g'inbeats showered shells upon 
cone another, and about it may be seen 
the hills forming the rim of the am- 
phitheater upon which were the forti- 
fications taken one by one fh! the 
Japanese during the siege. 

Quail Hill from now on will be 
called Monument Hill. It is a fitting 
site to mark the glorious victory of 
the soldiers of the mikado, It over- 
looks Golden Hill and The Tiger's 
Tall, which with their fortifications 
protect the harbor entrance, and it is 
the first elevation to be seen com- 
ing in from the sea. 

It is right upon its top that the 
monument is now going up. A great 
temple of silver gray granite, it will 
be about 300 feet high and will cost 
almost two hundred tho:--1¢ dollars. 
The stone for it ts coming by the 
shipload from Shimonoseki, Japan, 
and hundreds of huge granite biocks 
are now scattered about the harbor 
and at the foot of the hill. Many of 
them are as large as a library table, 
and not a few weigh several tons 
each. A cable toad has been con- 
struct2d ¢:0m the harbor to the site of 
the monument, and a steam engine 
drags up the blecks on. low cars. 

The monument is already about one- 
third completed. The pedestal has 
been finis»ed and the first series of 
Ionic columns erected. The scaffold- 
ing about the structure can be scen 
for miles around Port Arthur, and the 
monument will command both land 
erd sea. When I visited :‘t today 200 
Chinese masons were chiseling at the 
stones and the great blocks were 
rapidiy rising into place. The work 
is being done by Manchurian-Chinese, 
under Japarese overseers. 

Twenty-Two Thousand Heroes. 

I have visited the world’s most fa- 
mous mohuments from the mighty 
shaft to Washington, which rises from 
the base of the Potomac in: our own 
capital city and the great sarcophagus 
of Napoleon in Paris, to the gigantic 
boulders on the Rhodesian Hills, which 
mark the grave of Cecil Rhodes, but 
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Port Arthur.

I have seen nothing so impressive as {they could 
[Nevertheless, 


this. 
vation stands the monument and at 
the other end, perhaps 800 feet dis- 
tant, is a Shinto shrine of this same 
silver gray granite, under which lie 
the bones of more than 22,000 Japanese 
heroes, who were killed at Port Ar- 
thur. The platform upon which the 
Shrine stands is reached through a 
great copper-bronze torii, and at each 
side of the latter is a granite lantern, 
like those one sees at Nikko and about 
the other shrines of Japan. The stone 
platform must be more thag one hun- 
dred feet square, although the shrine 
itself is comparatively small. 
two monuments cover the whole top of 
the hill. They are reached by mili- 
tary roads, which wind their way up 
the mountain, anad also by steps for 
foot passengers. . 
The Battleficids of Port Arthur. 

Come with me to the foot of the 
monument and take a bird’s eye view 
of the battlefields of Port Arthur, as 
they lie here in this quiet year of our 
Lord, 1909. We are right in the midst 
of the amphitheater in which, for 
eight months, day and night, went on 
the greatest giladiatorial show the 
world has yet Known. Just under us 
is the harbor which was filled with 
Russian gunboats, and on its shores 
are the old and new towns which wére 
occupied by the soldiers during the 
siege, On that sea, outside, lay the 
blockading Japanese squadron sending 
its shrieking shells at the ships and 
the city. On the hills all about us 
were Russian soldiers, and on their 
opposite sides the Japanese armies, 
crawling and plowing and tunneling 
their way to the forts. The story of 
how, inch by inch, every bit of the 
ground was fought over, and how at 
last Japen was successful, has been 
told in gong and story, and you may 
find it today in the books describing 
the war. I doubt, however, whether 
any such story can show the real won- 
ders of the defense and attack; or the 
héroism of both bodies of troops. 

The country about here is much like 
the bare hills of Montana or Colorado. 
It is dry and thirsty. There is no 
vegetation except scanty grass, with 
here and there a bit of scrub oak. The 
fighting was all in the open, and the 
fortifications had to be thrown up out 
of rock, gravel and disintegrated stone. 
The tunnels, made by the Japanese, 
were not through earth, but through 
rock, and in undermining the forts 
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At one end of the mighty ele- |

They made Port 
Arthur the strongest fortess ever be-

anese do not tntend to repair them, 
and the only work they are doing is 
upon those facing the sea. They have 
added to and strengthened the fortress- 
es on Golden Hill and the Tigers Tail, 
and they prohibit strangers from visit- 
ing the battlefields along the coast. 

As to the ether parts of Port Arthur 
one may g0 anywhere, provided he 
There are 
of droschkies which were 
brought in by the Russians, and are 
now owned by Chinese. These are haul- 
ed by little Manchurian ponies, and they 
will take you all over the country at 
25 cents an hour or for a little more 
than $2 a day. 


Mother Earth’s Face Pockmarked. 

During my stay here I have visited 
many of the battlefields and have 
tramped over the hills where the se- 
verest fighting took place. The grounds 
are scarred by iron shot and the face 
of old Mother Earth has been pock- 
marked by the siege. The shelis were 
thrown everywhere, and some of them 
went deep into. the ground. As soon 
as the fighting was over the Chinese 
by the thousands swarmed over the 
landscape and gathered up every bit 
of lead and iron in sight. They even 
dug up’ the shells. Often they would 
find one which had not been exploded, 
and would fnnocently pound on the cap 
with a pick. The result was another 
big hole In the earth, and the almond- 
eyed diggers scattered over the land- 
scape in pieces, 

Today it is difficult 
chunks of shefl, although there are 
innumerable bits of iron about the 
forte, as wel] as all sorts of relics 
of the Japanese and Russians. There

burnt them to death. I saw rotting 
sandbags and tattered leather coats 
worn by the Russians here and there 
about one of the forts, and I pickea up 
a pocketful of splinters from the shells 
which the Japanese had thrown, 


The Horrors of War. 

The terrors of the siege are shown 
by the museum in Port Arthur. The 
government has collected relics. from 
the various battlefields and placed 
them in a big building outside the 
old town. They have made models of 
the forts, which show the devlish in- 
genuity that both the Japanese and 
Russians uséd in destroying one an- 
Other. There are great coils of the 
barbed wire which was scattered over 
the ‘hillsides. The wire was connected 
with powerful batteries inside the 
fortifications, and such soldiers as 
blundered against it in the dark were 
sure to be killed.’ There were twenty 
‘kinds of hand grenades, filled with 
nitroglycerine. They look like mi- 
ners’ lamps, but when thrown they 
really lit the way to death. 

The Japanese had wooden guns, ten 
or twelve inchés in diameter, which 
they carried with them into the 
tréenchés. Their’ projectiles for these 


from a pint te two quarts, and they 
caused terrible destruction. They had 
also squares of deal board which were 
buried a few inches below the surface. 
Attached to these were tubes of acids 
so connected by wires that they ex- 
ploded as the troops stepped on the 
boards, throwing a whole company ftnto 
the air. 

Here also are the mines which were 
used on land and sea, These are acorn- 
shaped iron shells as big as a bushel 
basket, which would blow up a ship 

or . 


from some as high as one's shoulder 
down to little fallows the size of your 
finger. It has Japanese flags which the 
Russians used to entice their enemies 
within reach of their guns, and a Jap- 
anese kite, which they used to test the 
wind before sending up their balloons. 
It has pleces of silk which they em- 
ployed during the latter part of the 
siege to make sandbags, and steel

Hand-to-Hand Fighting. 

Much of the fighting was hand-to- 
hand. In tunneling into the forts the 
Japanese and the Russians were often 
close to one another, and they re- 
mained so for days, separated only by 
ramparts of sandbags. As I looked at 
one of the ports a Japanese officer 
pointed out a tunnel in which he said 
he had fought for several days with 
his fellows, the Russians being on the 
other side of the wall, so close that the 
troops could hear one another talk. 
Said the officer: 

“We joked with each other, using one 
of our men as an interpreter, and we 
even passed brandy and tobacco over 
the sandbags.” 

“How did 
asked. 

“They fought bravely, but the odds 
were against them in that their com- 
mon soldiers did not know what they 
were fighting for. They did not care 
for Manchuria, and they had no faith 
in their emperor. Every Japanese 
esteemed it an honor to die for his 
country, and the most of us would 
rather have died than béen defeated.” 

Roosevelt and the Japanese. 

“But would not the Russians have 
beaten vou if the war had gone on 
much longer?’ 

“I do not know,” was the reply. 
“We were in a bad way when the hos- 
tilities were suspended. Our money 
was almost used up, and it fe doubt- 
ful if we could have kept on fight- 
ing. Indeed, we owe everything tv 
your President Roosevelt. It was 
his offer of peac> that saved us, and 
I car. tell vou we appreciate his work 
at that time. The Japanese worship 
Lint, and if he ever visits Japan we 
will just kill ‘im with kindness in 
showing our gratitude.” 

Just here I would say that I have 
heard many such expressions concern- 
ing Theodore Roosevelt. He is a 
hero to the Japanese, and they cannot 
speak of him too highly. His  bi- 
Ographies, printed in their language, 
have been sold by the thousands, and 
¢ven the school. children know al! 
about him. During a call upon Prince 
Ito a sew months ago his excellency 
referred to Mr. Roosevelt in the high- 
est terms. He said: “Théodore Roose- 
velt is a friend-of Japen and we hon- 
or him much.” The prince thereupon 
ordered his servant to bring tn a 
photograph of the ex-president. it 
was origirally of cabinet size, which 
Mr. Roos-velt had sent to Prince Ito 
with his autograph at the foot’ con- 
veying ‘iis regards. The photograph 
had been enlarged to more than life 
size, and it was beautifully framed. 
Prince Ito ordered it placed on a chair

I had a talk this evening with an 
officer wha was here when Port Ar- 
thur fell.

Said he: “Sofas, tables and 
chairs could be had for the asking, 
and grand pianos brought $25 apiece. 
Costly hangings were thrown out into 
the streets, and some of the houses 
were set fire to by their owners. After 
we took possession I found our sol- 
diers tearing up valuable books, and 
using them for fuel, or throwing them 
out into the snow, and I besought 
the general in charge to allow me to 
go through the town and save the 
libraries. He did so, and as he saw 
how many books there were gave me 


We collected altogether about 20,000 
volumes. The most of them were in 
Russian, but there were a thousand or 
so in French and English. Several 
hundred were in Italian, and some 
Chinese and Japanese. There were 
nine sets of encyclopedias, all Rus- 
sian or German, and a great many 
musical books. 

I tried to catalogue them, classify- 
ing them first by languages, and later 
by subjects. The most of the volumes 
were fiction, but there were many sci- 
entifiCc works.

Japan's Monument te Russian Ui ; 

At the same time, I find a kindly feel 
ing for the Russians among the Jap- 
anese. They have erected a Mhittle 
granite temple with a Greek cross upon 
its top as a monument to the dead 
among their enemies who fell at Port 
Arthur. This is situated on a low hill 
about two miles from the city and 
Surrounding it are the graves of 
thousands of Russian soldiers. There 
is a brick wall inclosing several acres 
about the monument. In this space 
the officers are buried, the grave of 
each being marked with a stone or 
iron cross. Outside on the slopes of 
the hill stands a thicket of white 
wooden crosses rising to the height 
of a man’s shoulder, and marking the 
graves of the privates. The inscrip- 
tions on the monument are in Jap- 
anese and Russian, and they state that 
the memorial was erected by the 
Emperor of Japan in honor of the 
bravery of his great enemy, the Rus-
